Applicant argues that Rackman does not teach applicant's claimed limitations. It is noted that Rackman specifically teaches two 
versions of an image (i.e. two documents) on a CD, the first image version in unredacted encrypted form, and the second version in 
(unencrypted) redacted form. The examiner interprets said second form as permanently redacted. It is the examiner's opinion that 
interpreting said second form as reversable would defeat the purpose of providing the non-redacted encrypted form. 

Applicant additionally argues that Rackman is moot regarding how the actual redaction process works (argument page 1 1 - middle). It 
is the examiner's opinion that Applicant's specific citation of Rackman appears to be inconclusive in establishing whether the redaction 
permanently replaces and eliminates the effected portion(s) of the original image. However, the examiner respectfully maintains that this 
appears to be the intention of Rackman (see above). 

Regarding "standard software", it is respectfully submitted that the skilled artisan is cognizant that a screen dump of a PDF file 
displayed within Acrobat can be pasted as a new image within Photoshop (typical image program capable of redaction using cropping, 
markers, color fill-in, etc. to hide a person's identity, etc.). The modified image becomes permanent (cannot be reversed) subsequent to a 
save action within Photoshop. The saved image can then be cropped and pasted as an object within a PDF creation program. 
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
